The  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art 

in  New  York  City  recently  paid  over 
$2,000,000.00  for  a  Rembrandt 
painting.  A  collection  of  coins  con¬ 
sisting  of  each  denomination,  date 
and  mintmark  issued  by  the  United 
States  and  in  the  finest  condition  ob¬ 
tainable  would  not  total  this  figure! 

Coins  before  1940  are  generally 
priced  in  keeping  with  their  value.  It 
is  the  ups  and  downs  of  recent  rolls 
and  proof  sets  which  have  led  to  the 
comments  that  coins  are  overpriced. 

Most  early  coins  are  scarce  and  do 
not  exist  in  quantity  lots.  A  1907 
proof  dime,  for  example,  catalogs  for 
$47.50  in  the  Guide  Book.  There 
were  5  75  specimens  struck.  Allowing 
for  disappearance  and  damage,  it  is 
unlikely  that  more  than  300  or  so 
proofs  exist  today  of  this  date.  This 
makes  it  10,000  times  rarer  than  a 
1961  proof  dime!  An  1843-0  dime 
catalogs  for  $100.00  in  uncirculated 


Today  an  1877  Indian  cent  in 

Proof  condition  sells  for  close  to 
$  !  ,000.00.  A  few  years  ago  the  same 
coin  could  be  purchased  for  under 
$100.00.  As  one  of  the  country’s 
largest  rare  coin  dealers  we  are  often 
queried  on  the  subject  of  price  versus 
value.  Is  an  1877  Indian  cent  really 
worth  $1,000.00?

No  coins  have  ever 
sold  for  near  this  figure,  to  our  knowl¬ 
edge. 


condition  in  the  same  reference.  We 
have  handled  millions  of  dollars 
worth  of  coins,  but  have  never  seen 
one  offered  for  sale. 

The  prices  of  1793  to  1940  issues 
are  based  on  demand.  As  the  supply 
of  these  coins  is  widespread  among 
many  collectors  they  are  generally 
free  of  erratic  price  fluctuation.  They 
increase  steadily  and  surely  in  value 
as  the  demand  for  them  increases.  In 
our  modern  society  the  appeal  of  coin 
collecting  is  spreading  every  week  to 
hundreds  of  new  persons.  With  more 
leisure  time  available  for  hobbies  nu¬ 
mismatics  is  increasing  in  popularity 
by  leaps  and  bounds.  As  the  number 
of  collectors  increases  and  as  the 
buying  power  of  collectors  increases 
the  prices  of  coins  do  likewise.  For 
this  reason  early  coins  have  histori¬ 
cally  proven  themselves  to  be  good 
investments  and  excellent  hedges 
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against  inflation.  As  events  of  the 
past  year  have  proven,  the  same  can¬ 
not  be  said  of  the  stock  market. 

Few  other  hobbies  or  pastimes  are 
a  pleasure  and  investment  combined 
.  .  .  such  as  are  coins.

In  the  past  year  or  so  there  has 
been  a  great  interest  in  collecting 
coins  by  die  varieties.  There  has  been 
some  criticism  of  this  type  of  collect¬ 
ing  which  requires  close  observation 
or  the  use  of  a  glass  to  determine  the 
variety  of  a  coin.  The  collecting  of 
varieties  has  been  criticized  many 
times  before,  but  it  is  with  us  to  stay. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in 
1  883  when  Frank  Andrews  published 
his  monograph  on  the  collecting  of 
large  cents  by  die  varieties  it  was 
poorly  reviewed  even  by  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Journal  of  Numismatics,  and  the 
idea  was  condemned.  The  prevailing 
opinion  apparently  was  that  little  in¬ 
terest  could  be  derived  from  study¬ 
ing  a  coin  minutely. 

Now  the  opinion  is  just  the  oppo¬ 
site.  By  studying  coins  carefully,  par¬ 
ticularly  the  early  issues,  a  great 
amount  of  knowledge  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  about  the  coin  itself.  Over¬ 
dates  reveal  the  economy  measures 
taken  by  the  early  mint.  Die  cracks 
and  breaks  have  revealed  that  some 
coins  were  struck  later  than  the  dates 
which  appear  on  them.  The  conclu¬ 
sions  presented  in  “The  Fantastic 
1804  Dollar,  recently  released  by 
Whitman  Publishing  Company,  are 
drawn  almost  entirely  by  the  careful 
minute  study  of  the  coins  themselves. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  col¬ 
lecting  of  coins  with  mintmarks  was 
once  nearly  completely  ignored.  In 
the  1870  s  and  1880  s  coins  were 
collected  by  date  only.  We  once  pur¬ 
chased  an  old  collection  of  early 
dimes  which  had  been  given  to  a 
museum  years  before.  The  collection 
consisted  of  one  specimen  represent¬ 
ing  each  date  from  about  1 840  to 
1910.  Many  of  the  dates  were  from 
the  New  Orleans  Mint,  increasing 


substantially  the  price  the  seller  re¬ 
ceived  for  the  “date  set.” 

The  more  closely  you  examine  a 

coin  and  the  more  you  know  about 
its  history,  the  more  enjoyable  it  is 
to  own. 

In  the  course  of  examining  a 
1794  cent  the  other  day  we  paused 
to  reflect  on  the  story  that  this  coin 
could  tell  if  it  only  could  speak. 
When  it  was  minted  the  Union  was 
less  than  twenty  years  old  and 
George  Washington  was  president. 
The  travels  of  that  coin  in  the  inter¬ 
vening  century  and  a  half  are  inter¬ 
esting  to  contemplate  and  are  for¬ 
ever  unlearnable.  This  is  part  of  the 
fascination  of  numismatics.
